THB MULTIPLICITY - OP OFFICES. 

Uriah Heep was a very " amble indivi- 
dual," but he bad, nevertheless, sufficient 
ambition to aspiro to tho band of his mauler's 
daaghtar aid the head of his mailer's buii- 
noai. Our publio men seam to have a good 
deal of Hoepism in their political composi- 
tion. They deolaro the colony to be an 
* umble colony," yet they aspiro to make it 
tbe " gem ol the Pacific." They make the 
moil lamentable whines ahout our poverty, 
but tbey are ready to-morrow to plunge the 
country into an eipenae that would require 
almost the wealth of the Rothschilds to sus- 
tain. When we say that their speeches are 
bunkum and their acts masses of inconsis- 
tency, we express pretty nearly the fooling 
of tho general public upon their present 
legislation. So far as the assertion goes that 
the oolony is uuablo to assume a heavy 
oivil list with its present revenue, it has 
something to recommend it; but we admire 
eonsiiteuoy, and when we fin J the fame mem- 
bers who repudiated the civil list on the 
grounds of financial incapacity coming forward 
and sanctioning unnecessary expenses, we are 
lad to suppose that honorable members are 
not always sincere in what thr-y say. 

One of the principal duties of the mem- 
bers of the House of Assembly is to guard 
well the publio purse. If they exhibit a 
disposition ol recklessness in constructing 
new avenues lor public expenditure, how 
can they with any show of reason insist on 
retienohmaot when the estimates of the eolouy 
are laid before them. The notions of Ex- 
ecutives generally are not those of economy ; 
extravagance is one of their cardinal Bins, 
and it requires all the care and alertness ol 
the people's representatives to see that the 
public is not called upon to pay for indi- 
viduals or institutions not necessitated by 
the exigencies of the country. The recent 
debate on the Coroner's bill cannot do other- 
wise; (ban impress en the Executive the idea 
that the House of Assembly is a House ol 
extravagance. We do not say that it is ne- 
cessary or advisable to dispense with the 
office of coroner; but we do maintain that, 
in a population no larger than a good Eng- 
lish village, for the publio to be saddled with 
tbe expenses that tho same bill will entail, 
while it is at the present time under the 
necessity of paying the salaries of a Stipen- 
diary Magistrate and a Commissioner of 
Polioo, ie monstrous in the extreme If thero 
had been anything said in tho debate that 
would have led us to believe that thi House 
intocded making a reduction in the expenses 
of the polioe department, wo might hare 
been induced to submit with iome degree of 
patience to the Coroner's bill ; but there was 
net a single word about il, nor in tho new 
Incorporation Act of Mr. DeCosmos is there 
the slightest allusion to any such economic 
change. Our House of Assembly is a nice 
eedy eertainly to talk ol retrenchment, when 
it sees nothing ridiculous, nothing extrava- 
gant in six thousand people supporting : 
paid magistrate, a paid commissioner of 
police, a paid coroner, a paidacoroner's officer 
a paid town clerk, and a paid police clerk, 
I ueh an array cf oSoials to perform func- 
tions that might, with as great a degree ol 
perfection, be carried out with half the num- 
ber is simply an imposition on the public. 
In the oourse of a little limo we shall have 
the stipendiary magistrate and his commis- 
sioner, tho coroner and his officer, ami the 
major and bis clerk, like so many Quixotes 
with their Sancho Panias, going, out ul sheer 
snnui, in search of adventure. 

There was, no doubt, great nurd of a bill 
to define the coroner's duties and to give 
bin all necessary power to further the ends 
ol justice ; but is there a sane person in 
Vistoria who does not leel tho necessity of 
decreasing instead of increasing the expenses 
of every pnblic department in the colony 
We do not want the ridiculous clashing of 
eoroners and magistrates as in Ibe Mother 
country, nor the expense and loss of time ol 
two trials, when ono is ample. Either tin 
coroner should have been magistrate or the 
magistrate coroner. For our own part we 
believe a olever man occupying the post of 
mayor could fulfill all the duties that would 
pertain to the three olficss for years to 
come. At all evsnts, il Dr. Dickson 
had shown mora prudence ho would hate 
kept himself aloof from the debates on 
the Coroner's bill, or if ho did feel it naoes- 
ssry to explain matters, he should have 
been content with laying the case fairly ba- 
foro the House, and leaving it in tho hands 
of bis brother members. He has not done 
so; but has entered with an unusual amount of 
wsrmness into tho discussion, and as a nsces 
ssry sonsequencc, has created a bad impres- 
sion on the outside public. There is really 
too mueh of this personal matter in the As- 
sembly. The present medical bill may be 
really a necessary measuro, and wo believe 
in the main it is ; but there are clauses much 
too illiberal for a now solony, and which 
raise the unpleasant suggestion that we have 
too many medical men in the Homo. We are 
really afraid that the Ainericnn log-rolling 
principle will become some day too much a 
characteristic of Vnncouvor Islnnd legisla- 
tion, and lhat every member will bo ready to 
grind his noigbor's axe, if thero is only a 
little good-natured rooiprocity iu turning the 
grindstone.

He bad been 
connected with several movements of this 
kind here, and his experience showed that 
i ho best way was to pass somo general reso- 
lution and uppoiut a committee to aarry ont 
the detail?. Ho begged to propose tbe fol- 
lowing resolution : 

That a society bd established in Victoria 
to be called " the Tictoria Literary Institute," 
which shall have for its object tho formation 
of a reading-roesi, library and museum ; the 
delivery of lectures and the diffusion of 
literary and soionlific knowledge among the 
people of Victoria. 

Mr. R. Wallace seconded the resolution. 

Mr, Wm. Leigh moved in amendment that 
the title bo Literary and Mechanics' Insti- 
tute. 

Mr. Gibbon seconded. 

Mr. Daniel Scott moved that " Mechanics' 
Literary Institute " he the title. 

Mr. Treunco seconded. 

Mr. Lamont said he understood from the 
public press thnt a " Mechanics' Institute " 
was to bo formed, and he accordingly came 
to see a Mechanics-' Institute formed. He 
would support Mr. Leigh's amendment. 

Tho Chairman put Mr. Seott's amendment, 
which was carried by a large majority. 

Mr. 'Corin proposed tho next resolution, 
providing for tho appointment of officers for 
the iocicty. 

Seoonded by Mr. Pearson. 

Mr. Wallsco asked if any provision was 
made for President or Vice- 1 President ? 

Mr. Alstou said the committee would ap- 
point iis owu President. Tho patron was the 
head of tho society. 

Mr. Wallace said tho President and Vice- 
President should certainly bo elected by the 
Society at large. lie would therefore move 
an amendment to that efffct. 

Mr. Corrin's rosolution was amended by 
consent and passed as follows : 

That tho officers of the Institute shall con- 
sist of a Patron, President, Vice President.

Mr. Fuwcott moved the next resolution in 
regard to the appointment of a managing 
committee of nine members, the officers of 
the society lo be members ex etfiao, 

Mr. Huskinson moved that the managing 
committee bo restricted to three members. 

Mr. K. Lewis suggested that the President 
Vice President and Truasurcr be also the 
Trustees, with a committee of six working 
men. 

Tho Chairman said if the word " Trustees 
wantruck out of this rosolution the requirod 
end might be attained by another resolution 

Mr. Alston supported the proposition of a 
comtnitleeof nino besides the four ex officio 
members. 

Tho resolution, nmended as follows, was 
carried : 

That the management of the Institute 
shall bo vested in the Committee of Manage- 
ment which shall consist of nine members- 
five of whom shall form a quorum — to be 
elected annually at a general meeting, and 
of which the President, Vice President, 
Secretary and Treasurer ara lo be members 
ex oljicio. The Committee shall have power 
to call meetings when necessary, but any 
alteration in the Constitution of tbe Institute 
shall be submitted to and approvod by tbe 
voles cf two-thirds tbe members present nt a 
general meeting, of which seven days' notice 
shall be given. 

Mr. Richard Lewis moved the next reso- 
lution : 

That a monthly subscription of Oue doliar 
in advance, or an annual subscription of Ten 
dollars, payable to the Treasurer, shall c 
stitute the subscriber a member of the Insti- 
tute ; provided always that he be recommend 
id by a member of ibe committee or by one of 
tha officers. 

Lieut. Ycrnoy seconded tho resolution, and 
in reply to o suggestion of Mr. Huskinson 
said that in England tha usual mode of ad- 
mitting life members was by payment of ton 
years' subscription. 

Mr. Huskinson moved, seconded by Mr 
D, Scott, that life members bo admitted by 
payniont of 850. The resolution was amend- 
ed by this proposition and passed. 

Mr, Feii moved the next resolution to th 
effect that three Trustees should be appointed 
to msnage the financial nflairs of tho In- 
stitute. 

Mr. Fell made a few sonsiblo und pointed 
remarks on the necessity o! such an inslitu 
lion as (he one proposed. 

Kev. Mr. Dundas seconded, and the rcsolu 
tion passed. 

Mr. Pearson mevod the next reso'ulian : 

That tho anneal general mooting of the In- 
stitute shall be held on the first Monday in 
November in each year, when the officers of 
tho Institute shall be elected aud its genora' 
and financial position laid beforo tho mem- 
bers. 

Mr. Leigh seconded. 

A gentleman in the body of the hall moved 
thai thu meetings be held semi-annually. 
The motion was seconded but lost, and the 
original resolution passed. 

Mr. Alston sjid hu was glad to see so 
large and respectable a meeting, although the 
night was unfavorable. He was happy to 
say lhat S7 1 8 j hal been already subscribed, 
S'200 of which had been collected by his 
frieud Mr. Kichurd Lewis. Ho thought tbe 
meeting should at ones proceed to the elnc. 
tion of officers As His Excellency had 
shown a warm interest in the movement, and 
had given S100 towaids the funds, ho would 
beg to propose him as Patron. Carried by 
acclamation. 

For President — Capt. Lang was elected 
by acclamation. 

For Vica President — Mr. Gilbert M. 
Sproat was elected, also by acclamation. 

For Treusorer — Messrs. Soulhguts and 
Trounce were proposed, tiio latter being 
elected. 

For Secretary — Mr. E. G. Alston was 
elected by acclamation.

ENGLISH ITEMS. 

[From the Spectator.] 

Ax English Vikw ov Grant and Lin- 
coln. — Mr. Lincoln has * iselv published u 
correspondence with General Grant, — a cor- 
respondence oxeecdinjly creditable to both 
parties, — which at least disproves completely 
the foolish stories thnt have been ciroulaled 
abLut civilian interferences with the Lieut - 
enant-General's plans. It is dated April 30, 
before thu opening of the spring campaign. 
" The particulars ol your plans," says Mr. 
Lincoln," 1 neither know nor seek to know. 
You are vigilant and self-reliant ; and 
pleased with this I wish not to obtrude any 
restraints or constraints upon you." Oeneral 
Grant replies, " Prom my first entrance into 
the volunteer servicu of the country to the 
present day, I have never had cause of eom 
plaint, have never eiprusscd or implied a 
complaint atminst Ibe Administration or the 
Secretary of War for throwing any embar- 
rassment" in thu way of his duty. And ho 
adds still moro strongly, "Since tho promo- 
tion which placed me in the command ol all 
tho armies, 1 liavo been astonished at tho 
readiness with which everything asked for 
has boen yielded without even an explana- 
tion being asked. Should my success be less 
than I desire and expect, the teatt I can lay is 
that the fault u not with you," This is a 
manly assumption ef lull responsibility, and 
certainly, Oeneral Grant has shown that his 
plans wero widely eoncoived, and that he 
knows how lo chocso soldiers who are his 
own nquals to execute them. The military 
genius of tho Intu Oeneral Macpherson, of 
Oeneral Shorman, and General Shoridan, was 
called out, appreciated, and put into due 
nreiuioenco under his own immediate eye. 

A " Frms: Pout" and No Tax ks.— The 
Pope, who at first seemed lo acquieBOe in the 
withdrawal of the Kioiich, bus now ordered 
special prayers and daily processions, and 
Cardinal Antouelli, writing to tho Nuncio at 
Paris on the Conveatiun, is suid to have In- 
formed, him that the " Popo can at any mo- 



ment replace the French by a garrison sent 
by another Power," tad if hie right to do so 
be contested be " will be compelled to as- 
sume the attitude whioh bis duty as a sover- 
eign will necessitate," whatever that may be. 
It is quite anderstood that no other Power 
•rill bo permitted to send troops, and lhat the 
Pope mast either raise on army of his own 
sufficient to preservo kirn from tho nttackr of 
his poople, or fly. The Coi.stitiilionnel, how- 
ever, affirms thai tho Papal Government will 
maka one great effort to bribe tho Romans 
by abolishing all taxes and living exclusively 
on tho contributions of tho Catholic Powors, 
It is colculntod that Rome, without customs 
duties or taxes, will attract manulae'.urers 
and strangers till the Romans will bo un- 
willing to ultack thoir own prosperity. Tho 
French journalist forgots that frco trade im- 
plies free literature, that manufacturers bring 
eperativea very dangerous to a priestly go- 
vernment, and that wealth seeks places where 
activity exists as wall as sscurity. 

Si.iFriRT Locomotion. — Professor Tyndall 
the great glacier theorist, sends to the Times 
a very remarkable account of an adventuro 
in July in Ober Engadin. He himself, with 
two friends and two guides, all tied) together, 
ventured on a slope of bare ice, the foremost 
guide, Jonni, cutting steps in it in which all 
following him wore to tread. One false step 
set an avalanche above them in motion, and 
on it all five wero whirled away together, 
hounding ever crevasses and powerless toj 
holp themselves. At a slight paiiBo Jonnf" 
throw himself into a crovasso purposely, in 
hopes ol thus stopping the motion of the 
procession ; but ho was only nearly squeezed 
to death by the strain on the rope lor his 
pains, and wronched up out of it by tho mo- 
tion of tho avalanobo. A t length, just before 
they came to some terrible chasms, Janni 
was ublo to stop tho motion ol tbe parly, 
and none wero severely hurt. Professor 
Tyndall lost his Walsh, but recovered il 
some three waeks afterwards by a search al 
the same place, " the slight abiorboct power 
of tho gold for the solar rays" preventing it 
Irom sinking in tho snow as a stone sinks. 
Professor Tyndall wound up the watoh, and 
•' the little orsaturo " resumed work quite 
cheerfully afler eightoen days in the snow. 

A Nkw Political Economt — Tho colliers 
in the Staff ordab ire iron district are out ua 
strike on a new and curious ground. Tho 
price of iron has fallen, and the musters, who 
generally own tho collieries, instead of re- 
ducing the wuges of tho iron workers reduced 
those of the colliers, whose produce had not 
fallen in price. The collinrs thinking this 
unfair slruck, nnd the masters have been en- 
deavoring to obtain coal from Wales to keep 
thoir works going. The colliers theruiipsn 
nskud their fallow-workmen in Wales to pro. 
hibit any mastor from sending coal to 
Staflordshiro ; but this domain! was refused, 
and the men are gradually going back to 
work. 'J'liey certainly appear to have been 
very hardly treated. Even supposing both 
works ought to be treated as one, it was 
gross favoritism to throw the whole burden 
on half the men simply because they were the 
easier half to fight. It is as if a hosier and 
glover, finding the prioe of socks fallen should 
insist on docking all his glovcmakers of thoir 
pay. 

Attempting to Extort Monit. — An odd 
case was heard at the Mansion House on 
Wednesday. Vr. Bonett, a China merchant, 
it appears employed Mr. Marshall, commis- 
sion ajent of Bond street, to buy some guns 
from Captain Rlakoly. There was u dispuie 
abaul the commission, and Mr. Benett, as 
alleged, nflored lo bet Mr. Marshall £1000 
that if the case went to a jury he would not 
get more than jI3( 0. The caao went, the 
juiy gave £475, and Mr. Marshall applied for 
tbe bet. Mr. Benatt replied that he had only 
made an olfer which had not been accepted, 
and Mr. Marshall threatened to publish the 
transaction, whereupon Mr. Benett had him 
arrested on a chargo of endeavoring to extort 
money by threats. In the witness-box, Mr. 
Benett swore that he had made no such bet, 
and Ihe Lord Mayor decided that iho case 
coming within the act it must go for trial. 
Do city men usually trust to memory only 
for bets of £1000? 

fni English Rivemvi. — The " Revenue 
Returns " are on the whole favorable. They 
are for the half-year in all £33,000,689, or 
somo two or threu hundred thousand pounds 
less than the half of the Chancellor's esti- 
mate. But ihen Ihe income-tax is, rs it al ■ 
ways is in the first half-year, plainly in 
nrrear,— having yielded £7K2,0OO in the last 
quarter, when il ought to have yielded near 
£2,000,000, and tho " misccilaneoua " revenue 
is also, an it usually id uarly in Ihe financial 
year, alio in urrear, — nor de there seem to be 
any receipts on account of Chinese and Ja- 
panese indemnity. Tho Cusioma as usual 
have recovorcd moro than Mr. Oladslone gave 
them credit for when he altered tho sugar 
duties, snd on tho whole from tho present 
look of the rovenae accounts we should ex- 
pect a considerable surplus next April.
